astic fans,-Notre Dame defeated South- 

ern California yesterday on Soldiers’ 
field, 7 to 6, in the greatest intersec- 
tional football game ever played in 
this country. | 
The crowd was treated to some 
splendid line crashing, end running, 
and beautifully executed forward 
passes. It also saw hard tackling gnd 
blocking by some of the nation’s lead- 
ing players. The spectators saw Capt. 

Morley Drury of the Trojans and 

Christy Flanagan of Notre Dame tear 

off the tackles, smash into the line, 

and block in a manner that stamped 
thern two of the greatest backs on the 

college gridiron. 

Trojans Die Gamely. 
Although Notre Dame nursed the 
one point margin gained inthe open- 
ing period,-the Trojans fought back 
with dogged determination and always 
were dangerous. In sheer desperation 

Coach Howard Jones of Southern Cali- 

fornia made numerous replacements 

in the final quarter and ordered sub- 
stitutes to hurl the ball with abandon 
in the hope that a pass might be com- 
pleted for a touchdown. ~ 

Those fighting Irish never gave an 
inch when their goal line was threat- 
ened and they forced the Trojans to 
forward pass when close to’ thé ‘goal. 

These passes either were intercepted 

or went for touchbacks. The only ex- 

ception was the one in the opening 
period which resulted in the Trojans’ 


Crowd Starts Early. 

Early assembly sounded for many 
of the record breaking 117,000. Two 
hours before game time, when the 
gates were opened, thousands poured 
into the huge edifice to blend them- 
selves into the misty atmosphere that 
overhung the gray stoned gothic col- 
lonades of Chicago’s' memorial sta- 
dium. Other thousands surged into 
the inclosure right up to starting time, 
to lose themselves in the mass banked 
around the chalk lined field. 3 

Unlike many football crowds it was 
a crowd that came to see, not to root. 
But it was a crowd prepared for event- | 
ualities. Rolling clouds hung like a 
blanket over the efftire setting and the 
heavy atmosphere hinted at rain but 
it was a rare spectator who didn’t dis- 
play the foresight to come accom- 
panied by gay hued slicker as well as 
fur coat or blanket. 

Sun Breaks Through. 

Before the game was half over the 
sun succeeded in its struggle to break 
through and shower spectator and 
player alike with a warmth that may 
have caused some of the Californians 
to believe they were back in their own

The sun brought out the players in 
bold relief against the background of 
brownish turf. From the spectators’ 
viewpoint it was a perfect football aft- 
ernoon.

This piace 
had been destroyed on Nov. 9 by a 
bomb and was under repair at the 


time. 

Peter Spingola, a brother-in-law of 
the notorious Genna brothers, never 
has been known as a racketeer.

Defense Calls Lawyers 
to Prove Mania. 


BY ORVILLE DWYER. 
[Chicago Tribune Prees Service] 

- Cincinnati, O., Nov. 26.—[Special.]— | 
Two Cincinnati lawyers, the first wit- 
nesses for the defense today, told the 
jury that, in their opinion, George 
Remus was insane long before he 
shot and killed his wife, Imogene, in 
Eden Park in this city, om the morn- 
ing of Oct. 6. She was then on her 
way to face Remus in the divorce 
court. 

One was Leo Burke, with whom 
Remus conferred a number of times 
during June and July of this year con- 
cerning business matters. The other 
was A. D. Beatty, a Negro, who for 
vo years was a member of the Ohio 
legislature and for three more was an 
assistant United States district attor- 
ney in CincinnatL 

Beatty told the court and jury he 
met Remus immediately after Remus 
had been released from Atlanta federal 
prison. He said the meeting was in 
connected with a year’s sentence to 
the Troy, O., jail, which the former 
“master bootlegger”’ had to serve for 
the same offense that sent him to At- 


lanta. 
Rules Against Defense. 
Attorney Charles H. Elston tried 
Hard to have the witnesser disclose 
the matters of conversation that had 
caused Remus to act in such a man- 
ner that they suspected he had lost 
his mind. 
, Elston wanted this brought out to 
show that Remus’ condition was due 
to his wife’s alleged conduct with 
Franklin L. Dodge Jr., the depart- 
ment of justice agent, who had sent 
the disbarred Chicago lawyer to the 
federal prison. The court, however, 
ruled against him. 
i The defense was opened today tm- 
mediately after the state had closed its 
with the testimony of William 
Hulvershorn, an automobile distribu- 
tor. Mr. Hulvershorn told the jury 
that he picked up Remus as he won- 
dered in Eden park, the morning of 
the shooting. He drove him to the 
business district of Cincinnati, he said, 
nally letting him out of his auto- 
mobile at the Pennsylvania station, 
where Remus took a taxi to police 
Headquarters to give himself up. 
; Objects to Testimony. 
‘The auto distribtuor’s testimony 
ought about a clash between Attor- 
ney Elston and Prosecutor Charles P. 
Baft II., son of the United States chief 
justice. Elston claimed the prosecu- 
thon had built up before the jury the 
ipference that George Conners, secre- 
tAry to Remus, or George Klug, who 
ve Remus to Eden park on the 
‘ morning of the killing, might have 
driven Remus to the station.’

Q.—How often did you see him, and 
where? A.—In my office in the fed- 
eral building. 


Q.—What was the subject of the 
conversation? A.—Well, he was to be 
removed from this district to St. Louis, 
in connection with the Jack Daniels’ 
liquor prosecution. That was tn June 
or July of 1925. 

Q.—From all you saw of Remus, 
from his conduct and his statements, 
what was your opinion as to whether 
he was sane or insane? A.—That he 
was insane. 

Q.—Now I ask whether, in those 
ravings, Mr. Remus referred to an at- 
tempt to kill him. A.—The govern- 
ment was in a conspiracy he — 2 
with some Egan gang (Egan’s of 
St. Louis) to kill him. 

Q.—Did he say Franklin lL. Dodge 
Jr., was in that conspiracy? 

There was an objection and it was 
sustained and then witness was ex- 


cused. 


Court then adjourned until Monday 
morning.

John Kelley Writes of 
First School Books. 


BY JOHN KELLEY. 

American school readers and his 
tories, especially those used in the Chi- 
cago public schools, have become an 
international topic by reason of the 
charge made by Mayor William Hale 
Thompson that Superintendent of 
Schools William McAndrew is an Eng- 
lish propagandist. Whether the mayor 
is playing to the gallery, or whether 
Mr. McAndrew is a British agent is not 
the topic of this article, but rather 
to awaken memories in the minds of 
school boys and school girls of long 
ago. Having been & collector of old 
school books for more than a quarter 
of a century, I feel that I know a lit- 
tle something about them. 

With one notable exception [Noah 
Webster's Reader] the school readers 

of olden days were no*more patriotic 
than those of the presentage. I might 
go further and say that readers now 
used in American schools contain more 
pieces on patriotism than those of an 
earlier day. 
Printing Facilities Limited. 

The first series of school books print- 
ed in the United States were those 
compiled by Noah Webster. Prior to 
the revolutionary war all school books 
used in this country, with the excep- 


tion of the New England Primer, were | 


this, 

atred to inculcate in the minds of the 
youth of her Ameritan colony a love 
for the mother country. Furthermore, 
facilities for printing books at 
that time in New England were lim- 


The school readers of that period 
were Enfield’s Speaker, Scott’s Les- 
sons, the Preceptor, the Art of Speak- 
ing and the Young Gentleman aad, 

dy’s Monitor. All of these were 
gent here irom England. 

The New England Primer was 
printed in Boston as early as 1690. 
Every boy and girl of school age in 
New Enigland had to study this book 
and emulate the precepts set down in 
its pages. An advertisement in an al- 
-m™manac by Henry Newman, philomath, 
for 1691 reads: 

“There is now in the press, and 
will suddenly be extant, a Second Im- 
pression of the New England Primer 
enlarged, to which is added more Di- 
rections for Spelling; the Prayer of 
K. Edward the 6th, and Verses made 
by Mr. Rogers the Martyr, left as 
Legacy to his Children. Sold by Ben- 
jamin Harris, at the London Coffee 
House in Boston.” 


' Deals with Many Topics. 

I have a facsimile copy of the New 
England Primer of 1777. Besides the 
alphabet, for beginners, it contains 
spelling lessons of one, two, three, four, 
five and six syllables, the Shorter Cate- 
chism prayers for different occasions, 
John Rogers’ “ legacy to his children,” 
religious verses, and Spiritual] Milk 
for American Babes, drawn out of the 
breasts of both Testaments for their 
souls’ nourishment. By John Cotton.” 

The frontispiece is a woodcut of 
John Hancock, President of the Ameri- 
can congress, which looks as if it were 
made with an ax, It is said that Paul 
Revere was the engraver. 

Then also is a woodcut of the Rev. 
John Rogers being burned at the stake. 
Two of the crown’s executioners are 
standing by, and from the expression 
on their faces they are enjoying the 
scene. Each is holding what appears 

. %o a long staff, or spear. The wife of 
Rogers with her brood of nine [one of 
whom is at the breast] are witnesses 
to the sorrowful scene. As the flames

While employed as a school 
teacher he prepared his “ Gram- 
matical Institutes of the English Lan- 
guage” published in three parts. 


Webster Reader in 1785. 


The first edition of Webster's Reader 
was published in 1785. Before me 
lies‘ a copy dated 1787. It is the 
third edition “ greatly enlarged.” 

Im the preface Mr. Webster says 
in part: “A love country, and an 
acquaintance with true state, are 
indispensable—they should be acquired 
im early youth. 

“In the choice of pieces, I have 
been attentive to the political inter- 
ests of America. I consider it as a 
capital fault in all our schools that

“Tell me, ye bloody butchers! ye 
villains: high and low; ye wretches 
who contrived, as well as you who 
executed, the inhuman deed! do you 
not feel the goads and stings of 
conscious guilt pierce through your 
savage bosoms? Though some of 
you may think yourselves exalted to 
a height that bids defiance to the arms 
of human justice, and others shroud 
yourselves beneath the mask of hy- 
pocrisy, and build your hopes of 
safety on the low arts of cunning, 
chicanery and falsehood; yet do you 
not sometimes feel the gnawings of 
that worm which never dies? Do not 
the injured shades of Maverick, Gray, 
Caldwell, Attucks, and Car, attend 
you in your solitary walks, arrest you 
even in the midst of your debauch- 
eries, and fill even your dreams with 
terror?” 

Negro Was First Casualty. 

The Attucks named in the foregoing 
was a Negro and the first of his 
race to die ih the struggle for Amer- 
ica’s freedom. 

Dr. Joseph Warren who later was 
a@ general in the continental army and 
was killed at the battle of Bunker’s 
Hill, also delivered an oration in Bos- 
ton in commemofation of theasecond 
fanniversary of the killing of the five 
citizens mentioned heretofore. The 
following extract is from Webster’s 
Reader: 

“The fatal fifth of March, 1770, can 
never be forgotten. The horrors of 
that dreadful night are but too deeply 
impressed in our hearts. Language 
is too feeble to permit the emotions of 
our souls, when our streets were 
stained with blood of our brethren— 
when our ears were wounded by the 
groans of the dying, and our eyes 
were tormented with the sight of the 
mangled bodies of the dead. When 
our alarmed imagination presented to 
our view o houses wrapped in 
flameés—our children subjected to the 
barbarous caprice of raging soldiery 
—our beauteous virgins exposed to all 
the insolence of unbridled passions— 
our virtuous wives, endeared to us 
pby every tender tie, falling a sacri- 
fice to worse than brutal violence, and 
perhaps like the ‘famed Lucretia,’ 
@istracted with anguish and despair, 
ending their wretched lives by their 
own hands.” 


Brief History of War. z 

There are many pieces in Webster's 
old reader that breathe the same spirit 
of hatred for British soldiers. The 
book also contains a brief history of 
the revolutionary war, and its most 
important battles, a geographical de- 
scription of the thirteen colonies, 
speeches of illustrious Americans, the 
Declaration of Independence, a few 
pieces of poetry, sketches by Benja- 
min Franklin and others, a short his-' 
tory of Columbus, Tules of elocution, 
and “select sentences,” comprising 
proverbs and axioms. 

It may interest Mayor Thompson 
to know that Marquis de Lafayette, 
Count de Rochambeau, Count 
@’Estang, Count Pulaski, and Baron 
de Kalb were given creditable men- 
tion by Mr. Webster for their services.

In passing it might be said that 
Webster's old blue back spelling book 
was used in American schools for 
more than a century. 


First Arithmetic in 1786. 


The first arithmetic printed in the 
United States was compiled by Nico-— 
laus Pike and came from the press in 
1786. A few years later the first ceog- , 
raphy printed in America was brought 
out by Jedidiah Morse, father of the 
inventor of the electric telegraph. 

Before the close of the eighteenth 
century, Caleb Bingham, a Massachu- 
setts schoolmaster, was the compiler of 
two readers—the American Preceptor 
and the Columbian Orator. These 
books were fine examples of the period 
and were used in the schools of New 
England and the middle states down 
to 1830. 

In his “Autobiography of a Busy 
Life,” Horace Greeley speaks of the. 
Columbian Orator as the first book he | 
ever owned. He began school at the

Selection by Washington. 
The Columbian Orator contains se- 


much the same as his Columbian 
Orator. The only patriotic pieces are 
extracts from Dr. Warren's oration 
delivered in Boston and heretofore 
mentioned, Gen. Washington’s resigna- 
tion from the continental army and 
the oration of John Quincy Adams, de- 
livered in BostongJuly 4, 1793. 


Lindley Murray, an American who 
went to England at the outbreak of the 
revolutionary war, compiled an Eng- 
lish reader and a grammar which were | 
used in many parts of this country 
from 1795 down to 1850. Mr. Murray 
was a Quaker and a native of Phila- 
delphia. He had been in poor health 
for several years preceding the war, 
and, being a noncombatant on account 
of religious scruples, made his way 
to England, where he resided the rest 
of his life as an invalid. 


Lessons from Many Books. | 


In the early days of the United 
States, as I have said heretofore, 
school books in country districts wane! 
scarce. In lieu of readers, the boys | 
and girls of that distant day, made 
any kind of a book serve the purpose. 
In some schools the class in reading 
would con their lessons from “ The 
Pilgrim’s Progress,” Jefferson’s “Notes 
on Virginia,” “Robinson Crusoe,” 
Watts’ Hymns, Fox’s “ Martyrs,” 


lections by George Washington, Ben- 
jamin Franklin, Joel Barlow, Richard 
Brinsley Sheridan, Cicero, Hannah 
More, Napoleon Bonaparte, John Mil- 
ton, David Garrick, Jonathan Mason, 
Edward Everett, Hervey, Fisher Ames, 
Lord Pitt, Blair, Carnot, and many 
others; also scenes from several of 
Shakespeare’s plays.

An extract from President Washing- 
ton’s address to the people of the 
United States declining a third term 
is one of the most interesting pieces in 


Weems’ “Life of Washington,” the 
Farmers’ Almanac, and Addison’s 
“Spectator.” In my own experience 
at a district school there were the 
National, Sanders’, McGuffey’s, Will. 
son’s, Harper’s, Osgood’s, and Apple 
ton’s Readers, all at the same time. 

The American First Class Book, a 
reader for advanced pupils, was to my 
mind one of the best I ever saw. It 
was compiled by the Rev. John Pier- 
pont of Boston, and was brought out 
in 1822. It contained nearly 500 pages 
and the selections could not be im- 
proved upon, unless it were the want 
of patriotic pieces. This book was 
used in the schools of New England 
for a quarter of a century.

McGuffey’s Reader Popular. 


Among the most popular school read- 
ers from 1840 to 1870 were McGuffey’s 
and Sanders’, both of which had an 
enormous sale in the western country. 
The MeGuffey series of readers and 
spelling books were first used in the 
schools of Ohio and Pennsylvania. 
William H. and A. M. McGuffey, 
brothers, collaborated in the work of 
compilation. Both were employed as 
educators in Ohio colleges. 

Millions of McGuffey’s Readers and 
Spelling Books were printed and were 
used extensively in the middle and 
western states. Probably no series of 
readers was more adapted to the 
American youth than McGuffey’s, and 
so were the spelling books, as many 
who read this can testify ; wie 

Hundreds of times have I read “ 
Spider and the Fly,” by Mary Howitt, 
which was one of the pieces in Mc- 
Guffey’s Fourth Reader. ‘. quote the 
first and last stanzas:

Washington, D. C., Nov. 26.—[(Spe 
cial. —The annual message which the 
President will transmit to the Seven- 
tieth congress week after next will 
reveal Mr. Coolidge in a new role. 

While reiterating with no abatement 
his insistence on rigid economy in gov- 
rnment expenditures and holding out 
the promise of a further reduction of 
taxation, the President will go before 
the committee for the first time with 
a comprehensive and far reaching pro- 
gram of internal improvements. As 
an economizer, Mr. Coolidge is well 
and favorably known. Now the coun- 
try is going to get acquainted with 
Coolidge the spender. 


Will Not Read Message. 


The President is now engaged in 
writing the message in which he is 
directed by the constitution to inform 
congress “of the state of the Union.” 
If he abides by his present intention 
he will not address congress in per- 
son, but will transmit his views in 
writing. 

Mr. Coolidge now takes the position 
that so much has been accomplished 
in retrenchment of government ex- 
penditure and retirement of the public 
debt the nation can undertake with- 
out financial strain the concurrent de- 
velopment of internal improvements 
of vast scope. 

The largest undertaking to which 


he will ask congress to address itself 


is the control of floods in the Mississ- 
ippi valley. This is a project which 
altogether 
between $500,000,000 and $1,000,000,000. 
Though portions of the cost of the en- 
gineering works required may be 


borne by states and municipalities, the 
‘major part of the outlay should be 


made by the federal government, in 


the opinion of the President. 


Flood Control Devices, 


Either at the time of his message 
or before the holidays, Mr. Coolidge 
will refer to congress the flood con- 
trol plans worked out by the war de- 
partment engineers. These plans pro 
vide for a system of levees, spillways, 
and other flood control devices which 
can be completed within a decade at a 


Cost well within $100,000,000 a year. 
‘Mr. Coolidge wants to see the project 


authorized before the adjournment of 

the coming session, so that the actual 

work can be begun in 1928. : 
Another vast project which the 


President will commend to the im- 


mediate consideration of congress js 


the development of inland waterways. 


This is another undertaking that 
eventually will cost ‘several hun 


‘millions of dollars. 


Great Waterway System. 


The time has come, in the opinion 


of the President, to overhaul-our hap- 


hazard processes of river improve- 
ment. He is in favor vf concentrating 
on the creation of one great system of 
waterways after another instead of 


piecemeal improvement of disconnected 
stretches of unrelated streams. 


One of the first systems which the 
President would have the government 


complete is that of the Mississippi val- 
ey, including the linking of the great 
lakes and the Gulf of Mexico by means 


of the Illinois river and the Chicago 
sanitary canal. 

Mr. Coolidge also favors the St. 
Lawrence shipway project for bring- 


‘ing ocean shipping to great lakes 
ports. | 


Roads to South America. 
Perhaps the most unusual feature of 
the President’s program has to do 
been evolving ‘for 


improving the communications be- 


tween North and South America. Mr. 
Coolidge thinks that the two conti- 
ments should be linked not only by a 
‘system of hard roads running through 


Mexico and Central America into Co- 


lombia but by airplane lines. 


Plans for the development of a. pri- 
vately owned American merchant ma- 
rine are also a part of the new Cool- 
idge program of constructive improve- 
ments, while further legislation for 
the consolidation of our railways into 
more efficient systems will be recom- 


mended by the President.

Ing the recommendations Mr. Coolidge 
‘will make to the new congress for legis- 
lation to improve the condition of ag- 


Subject of Taxation. 
On the subject of tax reduction the 
President will recommend enactment 
into law of the Mellon program which 
provides for a total reduction of $225,- 
000,000, the scaling of the corporation 
tax from 13% to 12 per cent and the 
taxes.

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MUSSOLINI 
TERROR 
OUT SICILY 


150 Held in Court Cages 
as Their Trial Goes On. 


[Chicago Tribune Press Service.) 
ROME, Italy, Nov. 25.—The dread 
Mafia, which for sixty years has 
sneered at the law and governments of 


Italy, is apparently passing out of ex- 
istence in Sicily. The last of the 
criminals who composed {t—150 of 
them—already are standing in the big 
cages in the courtroom at Palermo on 
trial for their transgressions. Many 
have been convicted. Other Mafia 
criminals have fled from Italy, many 
to the United States, where, under 
favorable political conditions, they are 
trying to set up the same machine of 
terror which they learned to use in 
childhood, 

The Mafia criminals in Palermo are 
receiving for the first time in their 
lives a fair trial. The judges and) 
jurors have been specially selected so 
that they may not be influenced by 
the terror which the Mafia ruthlessly 
cultivates throughout Italy. 


Threats and Bombs. 


In years past when a member of 
the Mafia was accused of a crime, the 
judges, jurors and state witnesses in 
the case and their families were sub-| 
jected to violent threats of reprisals 
unless the accused were set free . 

When ah extraordinarily brave 
judge and jurors rendered a verdict 
or a witness testified against a mem- 
ber of the Mafia their homes were 
bombed or burned down and they and 
their families became the objects of 
a desperate vendetta, which usually 
ended in their death or exile. State 
witnesses were assassinated or kid- 
naped. Women were dishonored with- 
out compunction. There was not even 
a check to this jungle tyranny of 
crime. In 1920 Premier Giolitti tried 
to stop it and failed utterly. 


Mussolini Wields Rod. 


The man now behind the iron rod 
of chastisement in Sicily is Signor 
Mori, former chief of police at Bo- 
logna. The man behind Signor Mori is 
Mussolini, the Fascist dictator in 
Rome. 

The sinister secret organization, 
which takes its name from a Moorish 
word meaning swaggering insolence, 
embraced men of high social, financia] 
and political positions, as well as com- 
mon thugs, who controlled politics, 
blackmailed any one for a small pay- 
ment and hamstrung cattle. It has 


been cleaned up as drastically and 
thoroughly as the old Romans subdued 
the Sicilians and Sardinian pirates cen- 
turies ago. 

The Fascist aim has been to eradi- 
cate the corruption and make Sicily 
livable. 

Premier Mussolini and the Fascists 
tackled the Sicilian Mafflia problem 
soon after they came into power. I 
Duce’s methods have been character- 
istically simple, direct and drastic, 


since their beginning in 1924. 


Ousts Doubtful Police. 

He first defied custom by removing 
all local police officials whose integrity 
and fidelity were doubtful, replacing 
them with trusted policemen from 
other parts of Italy. Fascists "were 
assigned to positions of command and 
large reinforcements of carabiniers 
were put at the disposal of chiefs of 
police and prefects. 

Mayors and city counsellors whose 
relations with the Mafia were common- 
ly known were arrested. Some of those 
arrested “squealed’”’ and the politi- 
cians and higher-ups thus revealed 
tried to save themselves by also reveal- 
ing the activities of others still not ar- 
rested. These informers nevertheless 


were arrested as accomplices of those 
already under lock. 


The courts worked speedily, impos. 
ing the gravest penalty permitted by 
the law. The success of the cleanup 
is attributed to the fact that it was 
directed by the central government 
and not locally. 

With the leaders among the wealthy 
higher-ups imprisoned the fight turned 
to the rank and file of paid criminals. 
These took to the mountains and start- 
ed guerrilla warfare and brigandage, 
terrifying farmers, robbing and biack- 
mailing. 


Free Hand in Cleanup. 

Premier Mussofini then summoned 
Sig. Mori, chief of police of Bologna 
to be, and made him prefect of police 
in Sicily, with the following instruc- 
tions: 

“1. Clean. up Sicily at all costs. 

“2. Supreme authority there is 
yours, | 
“3. The central government will ac- 
cord any assistance you ask. ~~ 

“4. None of your acts will be ques- 
tioned. 

“6. Report only to me. 
“6. Act quickly, not considering po- 
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sition, financial] power or political ad- 
herence. 

* Lastly, instruct your men to shoot 
to kill wherever necessary.” 


Sig. Mori went to Sielly and tracked 
down band after band in they moun- 
tain lairs, arresting gangsters and 
their supporters by the wholesale. 
Those who resisted were shot down. 


The gangsters who were arrested are 
being prosecuted in the regular courts. 
Each is being tried for each crime com- 
mitted, and whole gangs jointly for 
responsibility in associating for crim- 
inal purposes. 

When insufficient evidence has been 
obtained to send a gangster to the 
penitentiary, but there is reasonable 
ground for swspicion, measures to 
deport him will be applied.

army, combined with those of the 
Christian general, Feng Yu-hsiang, 
the Nationalist government obtains 
complete control of the Lunghai rail- 
why, running from the Yellow sea to 
Western Honan province, a distance 
of 600 miles.

CLOTHE CHINA'S 
WAR SUFFERERS 


Rotary Club and Mission 
Societies Aid.

PEKING, China, Nov. 26.—Ameri- 
can fraternal organizations and other 
foreign societies are helping greatly 
to relieve the suffering of the Chinese 
people this winter, as the whole coun- 


try is torn by civil war. They are do- 
ing what the Chinese rulers are leav- 
ing undone, for the latter are spend- 
ing money for munitions only. 

I am connected with several foreign 
and Sino-foreign societies and know 
at first hand some of the calls that 
already have been made, and the win- 
ter has only begun. The Rotary club 
is quietly buying by the hundreds 
wadded cotton garments. The several 
Masonic bodies are placing their fupds 
where they will do the most good. All 
the missionary societies are arranging 
to open soup kitchens and are daily 
canvassing for subscriptions. 

At a recent meeting of Interna- 
tional lodge of Free Masons (Massa- 
chusetts constitution) no fewer than 
five distressing appeals from well or- 
ganized Chinese societies were re- 
ceived. The American association, the 
Anglo-American association, the West- 


ern Returned Students’ club, and 


countless other organizations are simi- 
larly besieged. 
Foreign Trade Slashed. 


Foreign trade is reduced to a mint- 
mum because of heavy taxation and 
the fact that the buying capacity of 
the people is almost nil, and yet the 
calls increase. And, what is most dis- 
couraging, the worst is yet to come. 


The municipality cannot even pay 
its police. Last year the Scottish rite 
Masons secretly bought and anony- 
mously donated some hundreds of 
sheepskin undercoats for unpaid po- 
licemen, which were distributed by a 
Chinese member. ‘ 

The most distressing feature is the 
coal famine. Most of the mines are 
closed; the others can operate only 
part of the time because the freight 
cars have been confiscated by the mill- 
tary. On such cars as may be had 
there is a series of taxes often as high 
as $100 a car. This money goes into 
the pocket of some general. There 
will be thousands of homes without 
coal in Peking this winter. 


Thirty gruel kitchens under the di- 
rect control of the Peking police head- 
quarters were opened on Nov. 15. The 
money for their upkeep comes from 
subscriptions, often from among the 
policemen themselves. Many of these 
have not been paid and have mouths 
to feed at home. Twenty of these 
kitchens are within the city walls, and 
ten others are in the suburbs, outside 
the main gates, where the poorest of 
the poor live in hovels. The opening 
this year was much earlier than usual, 
due to the generosity of the Peking 
Banking union. 

Peking faces a mutton famine, not 
only due to the lack of railway trans- 
port and excessive freight charges, 
but due to the action of the military 
commanders in seizing sheep to feed 
their armies. Etghty tholisand sheep 
paid for by Peking mutton dealers and 
on the way to the capital were seized 
by Shansi army commanders. The 
mutton dealers suffered a loss of $200,- 
000. In mid-November only two 
weeks’ supply of mutton remained in 
Peking and nothing was coming in. 
The price had-risen within a week 
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from 68 coppers a cattay to 112 cop- 
pers. [A catty is a pound and 4 
third.) 

Poor Unable to Buy. 


Of beef, there is virtually none. 
Poultry and grains are being received 
in meager quantities. The poor will 
be utterly unable to buy. 

Another result of the war and of 
the martial law in Peking is the effect 
on amusement enterprises, restaurants 
and betels. In the public gardens, 
su as the Winter palace. the Cen- 
tral k of the Forbidden City and 
like places, the many tea houses vir- 
tually are deserted and the conces 
sionnaires are suffering heavy losses. 
,|Somé have gone into bankruptcy. 
‘Famous restaurants, where epicures 
‘gathered in former years, are now 
‘deserted, especially at night. 

Another tragedy of the war is the 
| roundup of the nontreaty nationals, 
\affecting chiefly the Russians. These 
homeless indfviduals, many of the 
women driven to a life of shame and 
men forced to beg, have been rounded 
up by the police and thrown into the 
cold, insanitary Chinese prisons. There 
they are dying. Almost daily the body 
of one of these unfortunates is car- 
|ried out and buried under a thin cov- 
| ering of earth in the Potter's field, 
which faces the moat outside the wall 
of the Tartar city to the west of 
Hsunchimen. Here before the bury- 
ing squad is out of sight the jackal 
dogs scratch up the newly made 
mounds. 

Such Chinese in Chihli.and Shantung 
provinces as can leave are emigrating 
to Manchuria, the fastest developing 
section in all] China, where there is 
work in the summer, and, while the 
winters are severe, there is food to be 
had at a normal price.

Will Mark New 
South Park Drive 


Elimination of C ross Traf- 
fic Also Developed in 
North Boulevard.

HI is leading the country 
in the development of highway 
grade separations in connection 
with its street improvements. 
The state and county highway depart- 
ments are also committed to grade 
separations at crossings of country 
roads in the county surrounding Chi- 
cago. 

Six newly announced street grade 
separations figure in the plans for the 
mew South drive below 18th street. 
Two grade separations have been in- 
cluded in the extension of the North 
Shore drive between Sheridan road 
and Montrose avenue. The latter are 
completed and will be open to the 
public within a few days. 

The south park commission will 
‘build grade separations on the new 
drive at 23d street, 3lst street, 35th 
street, 39th street, 43d street, and 47th 
street, it was disclosed yesterday. 
Final details of the treatment of the 
separations at the various locations 
have not been fully determined as yet, 
but the engineering department of the 
commission expects to complete the 
last of its specifications within a few 
weeks. Several are already finished. 


Inclusion of separation work in the 
mew South drive will create an ap- 
proximate motorway of the highest 
engineering type extending from 67th 
street on the south to Montrose ave- 
nue on the north, with the exception 
of the existing cut around which oom! 
pels traffic to leave the park route at 
Randolph street and travel Michigan 
avenue to Oak street, where the shore 
route resumes. 

Officials of the south park commis- 
sion formally adopted the policy of 
building an unobstructed through high- 
way some time ago. Although at 
present there is little indication of a 
heavy cross traffic to the lake shore 
east of the new drive that is to be sur- 
faced next year, the commission felt 
that the astonishing developments of 
motor traffic at this time warrant pro- 
vision against the future. In some , 
cases only the west half of the ramps 
will be constructed at this time but 
they will be built so that the east 
ramps may be added without trouble 
in the future. 

Tentative drafts of the separations 
tndicate that the cross-overs will bea 
elevated and the through boulevard 
stay at grade. Treatment of the cross- 
‘ings will differ at different locations 
on account of physical conditions, but 
it is expected that a uniform plan will 
be approved finally as to general ovt- 


This development is not in the dis- 
tant future, but is of current construc- 
tion plans, Chief Engineer White stat- 
ed, and in one or two cases the: foun- 
dation work is now going in in antici- 
pation of more complete plans for su- 


such as has resulted with Lake Shore 
drive at North avenue, where converg- 
ence of two boulevard branches at the 
north of the separation has brought 
about a problem in the crossing over 
at grade of two streams of traffic on 
the main boulevard. 

The new separations at Irving Park 
boulevard and Montrose avenwe in the 
Lincoln park system accommodate 
traffic without any crossing of lines, 
and for the present northbound traffic 
will underpass to the west at Mont- 
rose. 


Aecording to his progress report to 
the county board last week, Maj. 
George A. Quinian, superintendent of 
county highways, will have completed 
by Dec. 1 a plan of the first proposed 
county highway grade separation. The 
plan is being developed as a model 
separation structure, and the location 
for it has not yet been recommended. 
Two or more sites at which the county 
owns or could acquire the property 
adjoining the intersections exist as 
possible demonstration sites. 

The state of Illinois has confirmed 
plans for a grade separation at the 
intersection of 79th street and Archer 
avenue road. Cook county is to pro 
vide the ground. necessary for con- 
struction, and the details of purchase 
have not yet been completed. It is 
the official intention to have this struc- 
ture built next summer. Another state 
highway grade separation is planned 
where the new 40 foot ‘Kankakee road 
intersects South Western avenue near 
Homewood.

An interesting feature of the final 
1927 report concerns the by-pass at 
Philadelphia, a facility that the Cook 
county highway officials have borne in 
mind in regard to Chicago. Cook 
county highway authorities have been 
working on a temporary by-pass for a 
year or more and now believe that by 
next fall Harlem avenu¢ will be de- 
veloped sufficiently to bear a heavy 
burden of through traffic routed to 
evade all Chicago ‘traffic. The north- 
ern portion of Harlem is to be 40 feet 
in width as far south as Berwyn, but 
south of that only 20 feet for the pres- 
ent. 
In view of the fact that hundreds of 
thousands of touring automobiles travel 
from points east of Chicago to the 
northwest, the problem of routing 
around Chicago has been an important 
subject among highway authorities. A 
year ago there was proposed a super- 
highway which would extend from 
middle Wisconsin, skirt Chicago and 
continue into Indiana and to the east. 
This enterprise is still in the process 
of development, with certain portions 
\of it within Illinois definitely provided 
‘for and other portions still in the pro- 
/motional stage. In the meantime, it 
was believed that the development of 
Hariem avenue would serve the double 
purpose of taking care of through 
traffic and serving as a through north 
and south connecting route for the 
radial roads converging at Chicago. 
The northern half of the road has 
been included in the building schedule 
for 1928 and the southern section, with 
the exception of a few miles, is either 
under contraction or is in process of 
survey and planning. Until the com- 
pletion of this highway no direct line 
of travel exists connecting the north 
and northwest converging highways 
with the south and southeast high- 
ways,, west of the city. The Mann- 
heim road and the Des Plaines river 
roads are north and south connections, 
but both fail to reach a connecting line 
at the southwest of the city. They are 
therefore worthless as by-pass arteries.

‘Debates 


By H. L. Mencken. 


NLESS I am decefved by press agents, the old taste for 
joint debates is reviving in the United States, probably 
as @ consequence of the open forum movement. 
Scarcely a week goes by that I am not invited to 
attend one in New York, with eminent rhetoricians in the 
two corners, and not infrequently I am asked to take part 
in one, or to preside over the ceremonies. I suspect that 
many of these debates are arranged by entrépreneurs who 
grab a Rickardian share of the gate money, but whatever 
their inspiration the fact remains that they seem to attract 
crowds. When a Clarence Darrow, a Dr. Nicholas Murray 
Butler, or a Max Eastman is one of the gladiators, it is easy 
to pack the largest hall, especially on a Sunday afternoon. 
Fortunately, I am under a bloody oath, made upon the 
evangels of Almighty God, to refrain from public speaking, 
and so the fear of hell saves me from taking part in any such 
debate, either as contestant or as referee. What keeps me 
from going as an auditor and spectator is not so binding, 
but quite as persuasive. It is the belief that public debates, 
as they are now conducted in the United States, are not 
debates at all, but simply speechmaking matches. First, the 
gentleman who has the affirmative orates for an hour, then 
the gentleman on the other side orates for an hour (or a half, 
or three-quarters), then the first gentleman is heard again 
briefly, and then the other gentleman closes. : 
This dull program is apparently borrowed from the co- 
educational colleges of the cow belt, where debating is a sport 
almost as popular as heifer judging or gin guzzling. Obvi- 
ously, it makes any frank and honest exchange of ideas 
impossible. Neither contestant is permitted to interrupt the 
other, and so neither is bound to answer the other’s argu- 
ments. All the speeches, indeed, are commonly prepared in 
advance, and sometimes they have scarcely any relation to 
one another. Each debater simply discharges his rhetoric, 
glowers at his opponent, and then goes home. The audience 
is left to put two and two together, and the judges to come to 
their decision as best they may. If the debate is in New 
York City they always decide in favor of that contestant who 
appears to be ‘the wetter, no matter what the actual subject 


of discussion. 
* 


My proposal is that this highly formalized and undecisive 
scheme be abandoned in public debates hereafter, and that 
the scheme in use upon the floor of the United States senate 


be adopted in its place, of course with certain modifications. 
The essence of the senate plan is that it produces a genuine 
conflict of minds, and hence of ideas. Only too often, to be 
sure, those ideas are idiotic, but nevertheless they are ideas. 
In the midst of his most flowery periods a senator may be 
interrupted by another senator, and forced to give a rational 
mat a of himself. He may be asked questions. He may be 
corrected in misstatements. He may be frankly laughed at. 

In other words, there is machinery for holding him to the 
subject of the debate, for subjecting his ideas to instantaneous 
analysis and refutation, and for exposing him when he at- 
| tempts obfuscations or concealments. It is quite true that 
ho one may interrupt him without his permission, and that 
he is not bound to give it, but if he withholds it his divaga- 


loses the combat by his very fear of losing it. ‘It is true, 
again, that there is ordinarily no time limit on his whooping 
and snuffiing, but here again he can easily ruin himself by 
exercising his rights too freely. The jury is directly in front 
of him, and paying earnest heed to him. If it walks out on 
him, that is the plainest sign that he has lost. 

I believe that this scheme could be adapted to the 
exigencies of public debate without any substantial change. 
Let the party of the first part have the floor for an houg— 
with the party of the second part. subject to the usual senate 
rules, free to interrupt him and call him to book. Then let 
the two change places. And then, at the end, let them Stand 
up together and fight it out to a finish. 

* 

If public debates were conducted in this fashion instead 
of being simply series of set speeches, I'd be disposed to 
attend them—or, at all events, such of them as went on 
between men of any sense. For there is nothing more stim- 
ulating than the clash of two sharp and resourceful minds, 
just as there is nothing more depressing than mere oratory. 
Each contestant is inspired to do his best by the visible 
presence of the other, ready and eager to undo him, and by 
the certainty that any slip, however trivial, will be detected 
at once and turned to his disadvantage and dismay. He is on 
his toes from the beginning to the end, and if{there is any- 
thing in his head it is bound to come out. But when even 
the best man makes a set speech, uncommoded by challenge, 
he becomes merely an actor, and hence an ass. 

The common belief that debate in the senate is dull and 
dry is full of error, as I can testify who have read the 
Congressional Record for years. The proceedings there, to 
be sure, are dull and dry when such a windjammer as Senator 
Heflin of Alabama lets off one of his set pieces, for the other 
senators instantly clear out, and thus there is no debate. But 
when an actual debate is in progress, even though so feeble 
and platitudinous a fellow as Senator Smoot, the Mormon 
archangel, may be a party to it, there is plenty of drama, 
and hence plenty of interest. When the heavyweights get 
into action on opposite sides—say Senator Reed of Missouri 
and Senator Walsh of Montana—there is a show as exciting 

as any ever staged by Tex Rickard, and as brilliant as any- 
thing ever heard in Athens, all the pedants who teach Greek 
to the contrary notwithstanding. 

It is seldom, in the senate, that a senator refuses to 
answer questions or to be interrupted otherwise, and so it is 
seldom that a debate degenerates to the bombastic imbecility 
of a sermon. Refusing to answer questions, I take it, is 
regarded there as bad form: a senator who does it always 
apologizes. Such a refusal, indeed, seldom avails to save 
him. His colleagues, on one pretext or another, quickly break 
down his guard, and if what he is uttering is balderdash— 
something that happens, alas, not infrequently—the fact is 
soon made manifest. 

Debate, it seems to me, is one of the most useful of 
human inventions. It is the mother and father of all free 
inquiry and honest thought. It tests ideas, detects errors, 
and promotes clear thinking. A man cannot stand up before 
it without exposing his whole intellectual stock of goods. In 
such an arena as the senate, where free debate still prevails, 
despite the effort of Vice President Dawes and other such 
obscurantists to limit it, the fools are separated from the men 
of sense very quickly and with almost infallible precision. 
No one who has sat in the senate gallery for even so little as 
an hour can have any doubt that such a man as Senator 
Reed has a good head on him, and that such a man as Senator 
Fess has a muddled one. 

Off the actual floor, and especially before popular audi- 
ences, the mere orators shine, but they seldom shine to any 
effect in the senate. The Hon. Jim Watson of Indiana. may 
appear a powerful intellect to the morons of his native state 
when he harangue(##them from the stump, but in the senate 
his place is a lowly one, and he knows it. So with such 
orators of higi@r tone as the Hon. George Wharton Pepper of 
Pennsylvania. Before the Philadelphia courts he appeared 
to be a master mind, but once he had stood up before Senators 
Reed and Walsh his stature diminished to nothing. 

There ought to be more debates in America, even if it is 
necessary to let men of enlightened self-interest run them for 
profit, as in New York. True enough, free debate is pro- 
hibited by the laws of certain states, notably Pennsylvania 
and California, but certainly not by the laws of all. Where 
it is permitted by the American Legion, the Ku Klux Klan, 
and the gendarmerie, let it go on! But let it be genuine

Classic Play Given 
the Reinhardt Touch 


By Burns Mantle. 

EW YORK.—[Special Correspondence.] — Being nat- 
urally of a suspicious nature, particularly in the the 
ater, I approached the Reinhardt production of “ Mid- 
summer Night’s Dream” with a cheek full of tongue. 

I knew the great German director could do amazing 
things with spectacles, give him the space and the money. 
I remembered “The Miracle.” I 
knew he was quite the idohof mid- 
dle Europe as a producer of star- 
tling, weird, and massive effects. 

But why should I \believe that 
he or any other heavy-fisted Tev- 
ton could take a Shakespeare fan- 
tasy and bring it to life in such 
fashion as to satisfy an English 
speaking audience containing 4 
few playgoers at least who knew 
their Shakespeare? 

And yet that is what Rein- 
hardt does. I imagine the trans- 
lation of “ The Dream” into Ger- 
man is pretty terrible. Certainly 
more funny sounds come out of 
the text than tke great Elizabethan 
ever wrote inté it./ Without un- ROSAMOND PINCHOT 
derstanding the language the plays Helena in 
poetry is gone and you might “Midsummer Night's 
think without its poetry there is Dream.” 
precious little left to ‘‘Midsummer Night’s Dream.” 

But what Reinhardt does is to dramatize its external 
beauties and beautify externally its poetic spirit.

Settings Are All Shakespeare Could Desire. 

- The setting, for instance, suggests all that Shakespeare 
could have dreamed for it. The fairies, dwarfed by what ap- 
pear to be the high, moss-hung walis of the glade in which 
they romp, become reasonably fairylike in appearance and 
behavior. 

The chase of Helena and Demetrius after Lysander and 
Hermia becomes a chase in fact, if not uphill and down 
dale, at least uphill and down toward Broadway and down 
dale and up toward Eighth avenue. The Century stage takes 
on new dimensions as Reinhardt has built it up and 
lighted it. 

For instance, there is a straight rise from the edge of 
the orchestra pit back thirty feet or more. A broken flight 
of steps, moss green under forest lights, stone brown when 
the palace set is needed, are in the center. The stairs break 
into platform terraces here and there. At the sides are 
ramps, up and down which fairies and mortals both leap and 
scamper on occasion.

Scenes Show Real Genius. 

At the play’s beginning Theseus and Hippolyta, preceded 
by a dozen candle bearers, enter from the orchestra pit. 
There are high pillars surrounding the scene, and a bench or 
two give the effect of a palace carved out of the Grecian 
wilderness. 

When the scene is changed to a glade the lights are 
briefly masked, moss hung walls are silently drawn around 
the pillars, two huge trees appear at the top of the little 
hill, and suddenly a limitless «ky is studded with stars. 

As simply again, when there is need of “a room in 
Quince’s house”’ for the meeting of the clowning country- 
men, the floor of the glade is lifted, fan shaped, and there is 
the room, with Snug the joiner, Bottom the weaver, and the 
others tntering puffily from below stairs to prepare for their 
play. 

When the fairies are afoot they are preceded by misty 
curtains of smoke that seep up through the earth and cover 
their entrance, and, when Titania sleeps, her fairies, bear- 
ing leafy branches, artfully screen her presence and their 
own from the flustered mortals. 

When the fairies disappear they seem to burrow their 
way into the earth in a half dozen rabbit hutches under 
the stairs and ramps. A bounding Puck appears and disap- 
pears, leaps up the'stairs, and rolls down them with startling 
unexpectedness. 

“The Miracle,” staged in a remade cathedral at the Cen- 
tury, was so impressive a picture none who saw it will soon 
‘forget it. “ Midsummer Night’s Dream” is quite as impres- 
sive in a smaller way and twice as ingenious and inter- 
esting. 

But from the reading of the play we get little. The

The Women Are Lovely to Look Upon. 

The women of the company are lovely to look upon.

From a chance meeting with the 
Reinhardts on the steamer that brought them first to Amer- 
ica for “The Miracle”’ she has risen to such prominence as 
appearance at the Salzburg festival and a regular position 
in the Reinhardt company give her. How good her German 
is I do not know, but she acts modestly and well and is a 
beautiful pjcture. 

Lilli as, the current Mrs. Franz Molnar, is the Ti- 
tania, and also beautiful, and Marie Solveg, the leading in- 
génue, is a Hermit of spirit and marked charm. 

Wladimir Sokoloff, a small Russian, gnomelike, athletic, 
and of exceptional talent, is the Puck, and a large, boyish, 
barrel German comedian, Otto Wallburg, gets much out of 
Bottom. It is more Reinhardt than Shakespeare, this re 
vival, but an impressive exhibit for all that. The Reinhardts 
are here for a month and will do a repertory of five or six 
plays.

"VE just finished harvesting the 
last of the grain and seed crops 

this year on my imaginary

believe me when I tell them that I 
actually saved exactly $1,568 in my 
barvesting bill this year simply by 
using the most modern methods of 
cutting, thrashing and picking instead 
of the methods and machinery used on 
the majority of farms in the middle

On this imaginary farm at the be- 
e ginning of the season there were to 
be harvested 30 acres of oats, 80 acres 


of wheat, 40 acres of soy beans, 30 
Acres of sweet clover for seed, and 120 
ecres of corn—90 to be husked and 
30 acres for ensilage. All of the crops 
were cut and thrashed with a combine 
harvester-thrasher except for corn, 
which was pieked with a mechanical 
machine, and the 30 acres used for 
silage was handled in a field ensilage 
harvester. 

. Below is given a summary of the 
savings on each bushel as well as the 
total] savings:

Saving Through Investment. 


This sdving of $1,568 is brought 
about through the investment of about 
$2,500 in machinery and equipment. 
Corn huskers, which are drawn either 
by horses or a tractor, cost about $425; 
a@ field ensilage cutter and ensilage 
blower cost approximately $575, and 
a combine grain harvester costs from 
$1,300 to $1,600. Farmers with 300 
acres of corn, wheat, oats, soy beans, 
and sweet clover—with the acreage di- 
vided as it is on my imaginary farm 
machinery and 
equipment from the savings in two 
seasons. 

¥. A. Lyman, an expert on harvest- 
ing costs, at the National Association 
of Farm Equipment Manufacturers, 
showed me just how much I had saved 
by harvesting the grain and sweet 
clover with the most modern machines 
instead of using the machinery that 
is to be found on most farms in the 
corn belt. 

Here is the way he figured out the 
savings, using average figures of costs ' 
paid by farmers in the corn belt. He 
Says that picking corn by hand costs 
from 6 to 10 cents a bushel, while pick- 


costs from 2% to 5 cents a bushel. 
The corn husker costs about $425 
where it is drawn by horses or a trac- 
tor, and with a power takeoff the cost 
is about $485. Lyman figures that a} 
farmer should have from 50 to 60 
acres of corn to harvest each year to 
justify the cost of a mechanical husker. | 

The time ‘element in husking corn 
is an important factor. The harvesting 
can be done in half the time with a 
mechanical picker. 


In the Early Stages. 

C. O. Aspenwall, an agricultural en- 
ginner who is an authority on the 
mechanical corn harvester, says that 
the practice of picking and husking 
corn by hand is about where binding 
grain by hand was forty years ago) In 
comparing hand picking with the me- 
chanical harvester, Mr. Aspenwall says 
that it would take two men thirty- 
three and a third days to husk 100 
acres of corn. At fifty bushels per 
acre, the field would yield 5,000 bush- 
els and the cost, he figures, would be 
as follows:

The old ensilage 
plower can be used with the new outfit 
in “putting the cutup stalks into the 
silo. A new blower costs about $75, 
making a total] cost of $575 or from 


; $110 to $200 more for the new outfit. 


Enough ig saved in one season to pay 
for the additional cost where as much 
as 200 tons of silage is to be handled. 
In filling two 100 ton silos most farm- 
ers would probably use two corn bind- 
ers, each drawn by a tractor or three 
or four horses and a man on each out- 
fit. From five to eight racks would be 
needed in hauling in the bundles. It 
would take additional men at the silo. 
With the new outfit one man is needed 
to run the field ensilage cutter outfit 
and from two to four wagons to haul 
in the cut stalks to the silos. Boys 
can drive the teams on these wagons, 
and they can operate the blower at 
the silo. ia 
Reason for Empty Silos. 

Mr. Lyman says one of the main 
reasons silos have been standing 
empty in the corn belt during recent 
years is due to the fact that farmers 
have to use so many men and that a 
great amount of heavy labor is re 
quired to handle the corn needed to 
fill a silo where cutting is done at 
the silo. 

All the other grain—wheat, oats and 
soy beans—and sweet clover were har- 
vested on the imaginary farm with an 
up-to-date combine harvester-thrasher 
which cuts the grain, thrashes it, and 
pours it into a tank carried on the 
outfit. The savings amounts to 17 
cents a bushel. This figure corre- 
sponds to the average savings revealed 
by the Dllinois and other experiment 
stations’ studies of combine-thrasher 
harvesting costs, compared with the 
ordinary method where the binder and 
thrasher is used. The savings shown 
in these studies ranged from 12 to 
20 cents a bushel on wheat where the 
combine was used. 

According to Mr. Lyman a combine 
costs from about $1,300 to $1,600 each. 
A binder costs $225 to $250 and an in- 
dividual thrasher from $800 to $1.000. 
In addition the farmer must buy twine 
which is not used with the combine.

He poimts out the saving with a 
combine is greater in harvesting wheat 
in the big fields of Kansas and in the 
northwest than it is in the corn belt 
where the grain fields are smaller. In 
the big wheat fields the harvesting of 
wheat is done at a cost as low as 3 or 
4 cents a bushel where there are from 
640 to 8,000 acres to be cut and 
thrashed. From 500 to 1,000 acres are 
handled in a season with one combine. 


Another surprise comes in the sav-) 


ings brought about by harvesting soy 
beans with a combine. Most farmers 
would be satisfiel with a saving of 25 
cents a bushel. The 25 cents a bushel 
is all that is included in the above 
table showing the savings on the vari- 
ous crops, but there was an additional] 
saving of 25 per cent of the soy beans 
which would have been wasted from 
shattering under the ordinary method 
of harvesting. 

The savings on oats handled with 
a combine amounts to from 12 to 26 
cents a bushel where the yield on a 
‘30 acre field averages about 50 bushels 
to the acre. 

It has been found that the combine 
is the best machine for handling sweet 
clover. Some Illinois farmers have 
saved from $8 to $9 an acre by hand- 
ing their sweet clover with a combine 
harvester-thrasher.

Market Men Fight 
Against F ederal 


Help for Co-ops 


ARKET men of the old school 
are launching their first nation- 
wide movement “against gov- 
ernmental subsidies for federal 
and statespropaganda in favor of the 
codperative farm marketing develop- 
ment” at the Agricultura] Trades Eco- 
nomic conference to be held here at 
the Palmer house Nov. 30. 

In an advance notice of the meeting, 
W. F. Jensen, a butter man from Salt 
Lake City, Utah, and chairman of the 
conference, said that manufacturers, 
processors, packers, canners, ginners, 
millers, wholesalers, commission men, 
and brokers from every state in the 
Union will be present. He lists the fol- 
lowing agricultural products which 
are to be represented “ Grain, butter, 
potatoes, flour, cheese, fruit, live 
stock, ice cream, vegetables, tobacco, 
cotton, milk, eggs, sugar, wool, and 
poultry,” 

Mr. Jensen’s activities are being 
sponsored by the American . Associa- 
tion of Creamery Butter Manufactur- 
ers with offices in the Continental and 
Commercial Bank building, Chicago. 


He explained that the purpose of 
the conference “is not to make a fight 
on agricultural coéperation.’’ There 
is no opposition to agricultural codp- 
eration kept within legal and consti- 
tutional limits and which is a gen- 
uine attempt made by farmers to 
better themselves,”’ he said in the an- 
nouncement. 


“But all coéperative development 
should stand on its own feet to be a 
sound and meritorious effort in our 
economic life. We are opposed to the 
coéperative development if it requires 
artificial stimulation or governmental 
subsidies which must be carried by 
taxpayers in other lines or by com-

A French Hero. 


On the afternoon of Dec. 1—namely: 
next Thursday, Mrs. Ryerson is ask- 
ing her friends in to a tea in honor 
of her house guest, M. Robert la Mon- 
taigne St. Hubert, a noted French 
artist and a still more noted French 
war hero. His achievements‘in art 
are interesting. His record as a fighter 
for his country should be unforget- 
table. The latter won him the “ croix 
de guerre’’ and that even more cher- 
ished honor, the “ médaille militaire.” 


In spite of the fact that he was ter- 
ribly wounded, losing an eye and 
almost his life, he has gone on in his 
art and has evolved a new kind of 
mural painting which is a matter of 
moment in the world of art. He is 
working out a theory of the effect of 
color on convalescence, which he is 
carrying out in his murals in hospital 
work. In France he decorated the 
American Memoria! hospital at Reims 
with this theory in mind. His method 
is to put on his color while the lime 
and mortar and cement are still wet, 
thus giving a permanency to them im- 
possible in paint laid on dry walls. 
Instead of the “ sad severity” (I quote 
Miss Sophie Norris on the subject) of 
the usual institution, the ill are able 
to look at walis alive with color, inter- 
esting with design, instinct with de- 
lightful imagination and fancy. 


Thereon Mr. St. Hubert reproduces 
lovely French scenes, familiar land- 
scapes, the daily life of farms, the sun- 
shine and clouds of a summer gay, and, 
to continue to quote Miss Norris, ‘‘great 
swinging clusters of grapes from the 
fields of Champagne, that are webbed 
with vines, a glimpse of the sea, and 
butterflies, and sailboats. But best of 
all are his children, who laugh from 
very ecstasy as they lie in their abbre- 
viated shirts tossing their chubby legs 
amid the frisking kids.”

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Another True Story of the Master Detectives of Scotland Yard — 


Culture Matches 
Wits With a Man 


Who Says He’s Dead 
By George Dilnot. 


[Feremost authority on Scotland Yard.] 
HERE is no doubt that Nathan- 
iel Druscovich ultimately made a 
fool of himself. He allowed him- 
self to become the tool of a gang 
of crooks and he paid the penalty. 
That is a matter of police history with 
which I have little te do here. The 
catastrophe of his career was his own 
fault, but it should not be permitted 


to obscure the merits of one who in 
nis own day showed many of the qual- 


ities of a master detective. 

At the time of which I am writing 
Druscovich was the pet of Scotland 
Yard, a man of whom much was ex- 
pected. He had a reputation for quick 
witted intelligence and resource that 
had been earned in some remarkable 
cases. He stood out among his col- 
jeagues for the regson that he was @ 
man of culture and education. In 
those days Scotland Yard men, how-

A dapper man, something of a fop 
in dress, was Druscovich, with an ex- 
tensive knowledge equally of foreign 
languages and foreign’ criminals. 
Nearly every continental case that 
reached Scotland Yard was passed on 
to him, and he usually handled them 
with competence and ingenuity. 


PORTLY AND PROSPEROUS 


Properly I should have begun this 
story not with Druscovich but with M. 
Vital Douat, portly and prosperous, 
and owner of apparently one of the 
most flourishing wine businesses in 
Bordeaux. 

He and Mme. Douat, as plump and 
shrewd as her husband, lived, in a 
manner becoming the dignity of a 
great merchant, in a magnificent villa 
on the outskirts of the town. They 
entertained on a grandiose scale, and, 
as you will have perceived, were not 
least among the citizens of a great 
city.

Planes Revolutionize 
Polar Exhloration, 
Says Gen.\ Nobile 


ERLIN. — (#)—Gen. Nobile, the 

Italian airship constructor and 

arctic aviator, in a lecture on 

“The Airship in the Service of 
Arctic Exploration ” at the Charlotten- 
burg Polytechnic, described how avia- 
tion had completely revolutionized 
polar exploration, pointing out that 
today it was possible to fly from Spitz- 
bergen in 16 hours to the spot which 
took Fritjof Nansen in 1898 three days 
to reach. 

Of the two means of aerial locomo- 
tion, Gen. Nobile gave preference to 
the airship; from which he said, Better 
and more scientific investigations were 
possible than from an airplane, be- 
cause it could be brought to a stand- 
still in midair at a certain height, be- 
sides allowing of a greater radius of 
action. 

From the experiences of his polar 
flight, May 11 to 14, 1926, the speaker 
deduced that to prevent the formation 
of ice on the airship it was necessary 
to cover all metal parts with a thick 
layer of grease and, above all, the pro- 
peller should be rendered immune 
against ice formation. The fatal in- 
fluence of low temperatures on motors 
with gas valves was also to be con- 
sidered. From Spitzbergen, he de- 
clared, many important flights could 
be undertaken, provided more appro- 
priate bases than now existed were es 
tablished.

are neither for sale nor for rent 

and which are never used are 

upsetting canal navigation in 
northern France. 

Ancient laws and waterway rules 
prevent the authorities from interfer- 
ing with the vagaries of a rich law- 
yer who for six years has allowed 
the fleet to deteriorate and block navi- 
gation, refusing chances to get half a 
million francs for boats that are only 


Ten of the boats are in port at 
Rouen and ten at Conflans-Saint- 
Honorine. So long as there is a legally 
named watchman—even if he doesn’t 
spend much time watching — the 
barges can remain in the canals. 

Removal of the barges has been 
tried by the authorities on all sorts of 
technicalities, but the lawyer knows 
his rights and it looks as if the barges 
would continue to menace navigation | 
until the lawyer changes his mind or 
the boats actually sink in the chan- 
nel and have to be destroyed or re 
moved at public expense.

Such a dress is shown on our second figure. It *@@a® 
designed especially for the dance by a Paris specialist in 
clothes creation. It is intended for thés dansants, restaurants, 
and other public places where jazz rhythm invites you to 
step out in public. Suzanne Talbot has made this dress with 
a soft blouse of ecru lace, having long sleeves and a draped 
yoke which ties in a big bow. The lower part of the bodice 
is pulled into folds, which are attached beneath a bow on the 
left hip. The skirt is made of cream colored georgette 
crépe, shirred at the top and scalloped at the bottom. The 
shirred fu'iness is pressed into a series of columns which 
somewhat resemble plaits. 

More formal is the Cheruit dance dress shown on our first 
figure at the left. This is the kind of frock the wise woman 
would choose who has need of a stunning dress, and one 
which may be worn at a good many particular dances. The 
material of which this model is made is stiff black taffeta 
encrusted with sprays of silver leaves. So clever are the 
line and the drapery of this frock it appears strikingly dif- 
ferent from the ordinary dress. It has both individuality 
and chic and is suitable for repeated appearances. 

The bodice is extra long; in fact, part of a slim and nar- 
row full length slip. The décolletage is V shaped, and the 
tiny shoulder straps are made of rhinestones. 

The bouffant skirt consists of wide ruffles, cartridge plaited 
at the top, and folded over on the left side to make a @eies 
of hemlines that add much to the charm of the model. 


Our third model is a black lace dance frock from Redfern, 
which combines such extreme simplicity with such exquisite 
refinement that it may be worn for both exacting and in- 
formal occasions.

“Oo. 8.” means Old Style. The date 
by the present calendar was ten days 
later, Nov. 19.

And Makes Interesting 
Discoveries About 


Obesity and Excessive 
Thinness. 
EW YORK.—[Special Corre 
spondence. ]—Yes, there is a dif- 


ference between obesity and 

overweight. You cannot say 
that all persons of superfluous weight 
are so because of overfeeding and sed- 
entary habits, or a combination of 
both. 


At the Michael Reese hospital, Chi- 
cago, an interesting study among pa- 
tients, among the student nurses and 

other members of the staff, on obesity 
and overweight has been going on for 
the last seven years, a repurt on which 
is offered in a recent issue of Hospital 
Topics and Buyer. 

“We have to admit that certain 
obese persons are right when they de- 
clare they cannot lose weight even on 
greatly limited diets,” states Dr. 
Strouse. ‘Our studies have proved 
that there is a condition of constitu- 


upsets all our accepted relationships 
between food intake, energy expendi- 
ture, and weight.” 

Also, Dr. Strouse claims that a dif. 
ference has to be admitted, at least in 
degree, between obesity and over- 
weight. Overweight usually results 
from overfeeding, sedentary habits, or 
a combination of both. Some caseg of 
obesity unquestionably follow the 
same causes. 

“This group of overweight persons 
is benefited by a disciplinary regimen 
of limited, regulated food intake and 
increased activity,” the doctor states. 

“It is the smaller contingent of ob- 
stinate overweight that consistently 

~ | resists all ordinary methods of correc- 
tion—the cases of ‘unexplained’ obes- 
ity that figure so prominently in med- 
ical literature, in which the tendency 
to accumulate and deposit fat seems 
to be quite independent of any of the 
usual causes of increased weight that 
prompted the series of experiments 
i begun in 1920. 
ri The attempt was made to discover 
. the particular manner in which the 
fat man utilizes his food which en- 
ables him to save and store food com- 
ponents that the excessively thin man 
either converts into free energy avail- 
able for work or eliminates as excess 
material. 

Among the interesting facts in 
obesity revealed by the experiment is 
that both over eating and under exer- 
cise are common faults, yet excessive 
obesity is comparatively rare. Con- 
versely, another extreme is observed 
in a fairly large percentage of healthy 
but thin persons whose food intake is 
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constantly in excess of their calculated 
yD OE needs, yet who cannot gain weight 
erin under any circumstances. 
Two Clinical Cases. 
. | A clinica] test was made on a thin, 


healthy man of 39, an active worker 
who ate norma! food and slept six or 
seven hours out of the twenty-four. 
On a four week's vacation he in- 
creased his food intake by half, most- 
ly in carbohydrates, slept from ten to 
fourteen hours a day, and reclined 
quietiy in the open air most of his 
waking hours. At the end of this 
period he was considerably refreshed, 
but he had made no weight gain what- 
eyer. 

Another experiment concerned a girl 
of 15, excessively heavy, whose basal 
metabolism was below normal. On a 
carefully planned diet considerably be- 
low her caleulated basal requirements 
and with no restriction of bodily ac- 
tivity, she gained 3.3 pounds in six- 
teen days. 

This study expanded into a major 
meesearch project in metabolism and

Extremes in Metabolism. 

During the period covered by these 
experiments, the studies on obesity 
have included many patients ard more 
volunteer subjects. They ranged from 
30 per cent under weight to 140 per 
cent over weight. From these sadies 
the relationship between for’ | 


and body weight appears to present 
two extremes of the same metabolic 
problems: In the very thin healthy 
person who habitually eats more than 
his basic requirements, yet who fails 
under any circumstances to put on 
weight, and the obese person who man- 
ages somehow to store fat on a mini- 
mum diet. 


Work is still in progress on the hos- 
pital test to find whether giandular 
extracts other than thyroid have an 
effect upon weight reduction. This 
glandular work is recognized as of 
much clinical importance at the pres- 
ent time, sinec there are afloat many 
unsubstantial claims and much un- 
trustworthy, advertising regarding it 
in relation to obesity. 


The report hints that individual 
treatment will eventually replace for- 
mer generalization and that “ eating 
for efficiency "’ will be a specific pro- 
cedure instead of a catch phrase of 
food faddists.

There was nothing in the Cemonstra- 
ble prospects of the colonials which 


gave them a guaranty beyond their ad- 
ministrative rights when they rebelled.

HERE is nothing quite so charm- 

ing or decoratively effective in 

any room as attractively shaded 

lamps oor lighting fixtures. 
Whether they be in the form of wall 
sconces or side lights, central chan- 
deliers, simple drop lights, table or 
floor lamps, they may be capable of 
either making or marring the decora- 
tive quality of any room. 

For the average home the suspended 
central ceiling fixture in the living 
room is never as satisfactory or deco- 
rative as side lights, floor and table 
lamps. However, in the dining room 
it is quite appropriate to use the chan- 
delier type of central lighting fixture 
which boasts of several upright electric 
candles. These should be arrayed with 
small shades to shield the eyes from 
all unnecessary glare. There are vari- 


- ous other types of suspended lighting 


fixtures designed for use in halls, bed- 
rooms, kitchens, and bathrooms. 


Artificial light must be so distributed 
that it will be convenient to those 
using it and at the same time give a 
room a balanced appearance. For in- 
»stance, do not have one end of a room 
well lighted while the other is in 
shadow. The room will lack balance 
and that quality of repose necessary to 
the comfort of the occupants. 


In selecting any type of floor or 


table lamp it is well to remember that 


it is going to serve a two fold pur- 
pose. First, it is primarily to be 
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A well lighted corner of an attractive living room. 


used to read, sew, or write by, and, 
secondly, it must ‘be artistic and of 
such type that it will fit into the 
style of room in which it is to be 
used. Direct or unshaded light should 
always be avoided, as it is most trying 
te the eyes and too glaring ever to 
be artistic. 

No living or dining room is ever 
complete without its sconces or side- 
lights. There are various styles and 
designs for the house of colonial spir- 
it, for the house of Spanish or Italian 
character, and for the house of early 
English or French peasant or cottage 
style, as well as for the home of@non- 
descript character. The number of 
sidelights used and their size will be 
determined by the size of the room. 
lt is always advisable to shade them 
with appropriate looking shields or 
shades in either parchment, silk, or 
chintz, as their style demands. If 
this cannot be done, then select frost- 


ed bulbs and those of amber tint, 
rather than white. 

With the sidelights chosen, the next 
thought of the home decorator will 
be toward the selecting of the neces- 
sary table and floor lamps for the 
living room. Every living room has 
or should have its various individual 
groupings which, when carefully ar- 
ranged, make an interesting ensemble 
and complete unit of the room. These 
groupings require for use as well as 
decoration the support of lamps, eith- 
er in the form of table or floor lamps. 
After the choice of style has been 
made, it is well to see that the floor 
lamp is of proper height for the chair 
at which it is to be placed. Both 
from the standpoint of proportion in 
relation to the chair and the comfort 
of the person reading it is essential 
that the height be correct. 

A shade of extreme color is never 
satisfactory to read, sew or write by 


and should never be us2d. This does 
not mean, however, that it cannot be 
of some soft warm tint of yellow, 
orange or light rose, but it does mean 
that the extreme inside lining should 
be either white or cream. A shade 
which is narrow at the top and flares 
considerably at the bottom will radi- 
ate light farther than one of more up- 
right lines or of bell shape style. One 
of the most simple, inexpensive and 
satisfactory types of floor lamps for 
reading purposes is of wrought iron 
and is usually topped,by a parchment 
paper shade.

and unity. Many an artistic lamp is 
spoiled by being adorned with a shade 
which is too large and too ornate for 
the base. The contour of the shade

It is also necessary that a table lamp 
be in correct proportion to the tabie 
upon which it is being used, and that 
it is neither too high nor too low for 
the comfort of those using its light. 
The shade should come down far 
enough on the lamp base to just cover 
the socket. It is especially essential 
when selecting silk and georgette for 
the making of shades, that the ma- 
terial be as attractive looking in day- 
light as by artificial light. 


When selecting several lamps for a 


room, introduce various styles for 
variety and do not choose all the floor 
lamps of the same height. More than 
two table lamps of the same design 
are not advisable and these two should 
be arranged in bisymmetrical balance 
on a long davenport table. Small 
lamps at each end of a mantel over 
a fireplace may be arranged in the 
same manner, which is also an attrac- 
tive way to adorn a dressing table with 
Dresden style figurine lamps. 

When selecting a shade frame and 
the necessary materials with which 
to cover it, there are several questions 
the home decorator must ask her- 
self. It is assumed that the lamp base 
is already selected and that it is in 
absolute harmony both in color and 
character with the room in which it is 
to be used. 

1. Is the size and shape of shade 
frame in proportion and appropriate 
to the style of the lamp base? 

2. Are you selecting the correct 
type of materials for the character of 
the base? 

3. Is the color suitable and does 
it look as attractive when lighted 
as when not? 

4. And last but not least, is the 
trimming appropriate with the entire 
ensemble?

PANISH influences in art, archi- 
tecture, music, grill work for 
screens and balconies, smoothed 
back glossy hair, garlic odors, 

ete., have been accumulating for some 
time until now they tell us we are to 
have a Spanish winter. 


Spanish we may be, then, but there 
are good reasons why it is easier said 
than done, especially if we would have 
anywhere nearly the classic dishes of 
Spain and those consistent with the 
exuberance of that romantic figure 
of the Spanish cavalier with his 
guitar singing to the dark lady with a 
rose in her teeth. Spain has, too, 
some of the most romantic geographi- 
eal names ir all the world—Salaman- 
a, Cadiz, Andalusia with its practical 
\ialaga and many others, and perhaps 
their foods were up to these names. 
Yet foods were certainly as diverse 
over the whole of the ancient Iberian 
peninsula as Spanish foods are in this 
modern world—greatly diversified, be- 
cause Spain has embraced the islands 
of the sea, Mexico, South America, etc. 

The Roman eminences, Seneca, Mar- 
tial, Lucan, were born in a highly cuiti- 
vated Spain, and in no Latin works 
can we find more about foods than in 
Martial’s. I once went through 600 
pages of his translated poems to learn 
about the foods and eating of Martial’s 
day, ani it was entertaining no end. 
In those days men would almost sell 
thelr souls to get dinner invitations 
to great establishments. But we might 
even go back of Rome for influences 
discoverable in the common life of 
Spain. The peninsula was popular 
and worked by the Phoenicians, and 
since we can find in Marseilles, France, 
ways of cooking fish traced back to 
the inventors of the alphabet, we may 
easily believe that the Phoenicians in- 
fluenced cooking in Spain greatly in 
their day, and a bit to this day. 

And when the Moors came into 
Spain with their arts and sciences 
and great agricultural industry they 
set wp many things, very likely a 
dietetics, for they knew how to live. 
They were theologians and philoso- 
phers as well as scientists. Nof all 


_the influences by any means went out 
from Aragon and Castille, although | 


princely peoples have always found a 
way of living in a princely fashion. 
Malaga was Moorish and we have 
Malaga grapes and Malaga raisins to 
this day, and there have been mar- 
velous Malaga wines. The Moors were

perfectionists, and probably it was

has and passed the knowledge on. 
And besides the raisins, there have 
been delicious dried datés and figs 
sent out from the port of Malaga. 

We have reason to believe that 
Pheonician influences lasted in Barce- 
lona, which is in one of the great eat- 
ing provinces in Spain today, our for- 
eign correspondents tell us, with res- 
taurants in unbelievable numbers. 
Granada has been great for its pleas- 
ant foods as well as for its remarkably 
romantic name and fame. The em- 
blem of the city is the pomegranate, a 
fruit of eminence in Spain and more 
popular with us each year. 

We have reason to believe that the 
surest way—but it is certainly a labori- 
ous one—to learn about what foods to 
set up in Spanish ways is to read books 
of travel on Spain—some are lovely to 
read—Spanish histories, and to study 
a Spanish dictionary, and also to go 
to museums where there are Spanish 
things to see, including pots and 
“ braseros” or braising pans. 

Spanish Cook Books, 

As to Spanish cook books we would 
say that they are difficult to peruse, for 
we have a shelf full, gathered variously 
from Cuba tb California, many of them 
printed in Spain. [There are many 
words in them not to be found in dic- 
tionaries, yet the dictionaries give 
many definitions which are equivalent 
to recipes.] 

Judging by the first recipes given 
in the majority of these books, sauces 
are the leading items in Spanish cook- 
ery, although we know that it really is 
Spanish stews that rank as most na- 
tional. But sauces and stews may be 
quite closely related, and Spain has 
given to universal cookery the brown 
sauce, which contains as many ingredi- 
ents as the national olla or olla prodida, 


Spanish Fruits. 

The Seville orange and others of 
Spanish growing were familiar to the 
world and eating literature long before 
the Spaniards planted an orange tree 
on what is now United States soil, and, 
judging by what we see in Cuba and 
California, and what we have read 
about Mexico, anywhere where Span- 
ish influences have prevailed, the 
orange and lemon have reccived lov- 
ing attention and widest use, and ap- 
preciation. 

In a hundred year book on Spain is 
to be found reference to the Spanish 
proverb concerning the fit time to eat 
oranges, which characterizes them as 
sold in the morning, silver at noon, 
and lead at night. You may call your 
morning orange juice, then, a Span- 
ish “refresco.”’ 

Cuba seems to have fruit& in endless 
variety, and it is perhaps the Spanish 
influence there, as well as climatic

judgment, that has led to their serving 
their fruit wealth in ways unusual to 
us, and to serve many fruit juices 
and purées profusely in places corre- 
sponditre to our ice cream parlors or 
* fountains.” Cocoanut, pineapple, 
and banana are eaten in mountain 
sized heaps, and the mango with most 
interesting ceremony. 

And fruits are preserved in these 
Spanish colonies, as in Spain. The 
Spanish West Indies hag not only given 
sugar to the wide world but it has con‘ 
tributed guava jellies to international 
menus, and many an item less well 
known than this popular concomitant 
of cream cheese. 


Spanish Raw Materials. 

Of really Spanish raw materials we 
may have in our larder there are not 
a few, and we might easily have more 
if it was commercially important to im- 
port them even from Cuba. Of course, 
the Malaga raisin is one of the super- 
latively good things and used to be 
served with nuts and oranges on old 
time holiday tables in New England, 
where seaborne foods used to be so 
common. 

Spanish olives are in our markets 
and there is no salad oil superior to 
the best of Spanish olive oils. A\l- 
most any salad with tomatoes and a 
Spanish oil may justifiably be called 
a Spanish salad. And when eggs are 
cooked in olive oil—a good deal of it 
—as is customary in Spain, humble 
eaters sop up all the oil with bread. 
A simple luncheon for the poor in the 
Spain of late date is “a hunch of bread 
and a bowlful of olives for each,” or 
a salad, 

But a luncheon in Spain, as a friend 
of mine describes it in one of her 
books on Spain, that was good enough 
for the Cid, consisted of “Cold soup 
like a melted salad, a perfumed stew 
in which were strangely mingled Ma- 
laga potatoes, white wine, honey, cin- 
namon and cloves, and, for a crowning 
bliss, a dish of sugared chestnuts over- 
flowed by a sirup whose every spoon- 
ful yielded a new flavor—lemon peel, 
orange peel, tamarind and a medley of 
spices.” 

Of course, these chestnuts were like 
the French marrons, before they are 
taken out of the sirup and dried. In 
trying to make even these latter it is 
best to leave them in a sirup, or pre- 
served until shortly before they are 
to be dried and served as a confection. 

People who live in southern 
Florida and Cuban waters, where the 
fiying fishes play—to use a Kipling 
phrase—know not only the Spanish 
mackerel but some fish of as brilliant

In California, as in Mexico, one can 
buy wonderfully carved “ swizzle 
sticks,” a utensil for milling choco- 
late, also a utensil which has many 
different names in the wide, wide 
world, where eggs are whipped with 
it, or that Italian egg speciality, za- 
baione, and other such things in Ger- 
many, but none has been gotten up 
with carving and inlaying more elab- 
orate than the Mexican utensil, which 
also has a Cuban name, and probably 
was first designed in Spain. 
Spanish Mexican. ‘ 

In Mexico and in New Mexico and 
perhaps all along the Mexican border 
the peppery things seem the most 
characteristic—tamales, tortillas, chile 
con carne, and frijoles, The latter 
beans are far more like our own kid- 
ney beans [beloved of the Creoles, 
who are part Spanish] than is the 
garbanzo or Spanish pea — curious 
thing and hard to cook—which is so 
universally used in Spain in stews 
and everywhere, probably, where 
Spanish influences are strong. Its 
character affords the best proof, other 
than a knowledge of their meager 
fuels, why the Spanish have under- 
stood slow cooking, for with any othe® 
sort these cannot be made edible. The 
last vestige of heat in a coal is utilized 
in cooking in all poor countries, and 
Spain has been poor. 

The Spanish Stew. 

The olla podrida of Spain, con- 
taining often fish, flesh, fowl and any 
vegetable, egg and oil, is a great na- 
tional dish, and it is hard to tell wheth- 
er this name or puchero is the more 
universal term for it and there seems 
to be a score of names for Spanish 
stews, if no more, as a perusal of the 
dictionary more than a perusal of cook 
books shows. Good stews are inevita- 
bly the product of slow cookery, and 
slow cookery has other reasons for 
prevailing in Spain besides the scanti- 
ness of fuel to make hot fires. 

The olla was an earthen pot, perhaps 
not as fragile as the almost universal 
and fragile cazuela of Mexico and 
Cuba, where a nest of four or five play 
cazuelas are sold as souvenirs—repli- 
cas of the real thing. In Cuba the 
most characteristic thing served in this 
dish seems to be rice with chicken 
[arroz con pollo} which is fricassee of

Here Is an Interesting 
Little Felt Hat That 
May Be Made by the 
Home Milliner. 


NOTHER one of those interest- 
ing close fitting felt hats is 
shown here, and it can be made 
in any shade of felt that you 

like. There are only three pieces in 
this ‘hat, and it is easy to make and 
will be up to date and chic when fin- 
ished, 

The hat can be cut from a piece of 
felt 9x36 inches if a 22 inch head size 
is right for you. It can be adjusted 
for other sizes by changing the length 
of sections 1 and 3 and by the number 
of tucks put in. 

Make small tucks in section 1, as 
indicated. Then join the ends of this 
section with the raw edges out. The 
crown, section 2, is joined to section 
1 in the same fashion—that is, with 
the raw edges out. Adjust and trim 
the edge of section 2 to get a smooth 
crown. 

The head size band, section 3, is 
folded lengthwise and sewed on the 
inside of section 1 at the brim edge 


is made of a contrasting color the fold- 
ed edge should extend about one quar- 
ter inch below the brim edge of sec- 
tion 1. Be careful in making these 
hats that you don’t get the head size 
too small, for they can’ look decidedly 
close fitting and yet be perfectly com- 
fortable.

wm ISN'T it odd that government 
scientists should find it possible to 
convert a race of five toed guinea 
pigs into a race of five toed pigs!

So had a generation 
been created that had three strange 
characteristics that had but rarely ex- 
isted in their ancestors of a few gen- 
erations before—pigs that were five 
toed, were albinos and were curly 
coated. 

The principle back of this selective 
breeding is, of course, the *basis for 
the development of different strains. in 
plants and anmials. It was by this 
sort of selection that a strain of white 
faced catttle was developed. It was 
by this sort of selection that it came 
to pass that there are police dogs, 
bull dogs, poodle dogs. It was by this 
sort of selection that chrysanthemums’ 
were developed from daisies. It is 
through selection of this sort that 
there came to be chrysanthemums of 
many colors.

™ cago, an interesting study among pa- 
tients, among the student nurses and 
other members of the staff, on obesity 
and overweight has been going on for 
' the last seven years, a report on which 
" is offered in a recent issue of Hospital 
~ Topics and Buyer. j 
mo “We have to admit that certain 
obese persons are right when they de- 
clare they cannot lose weight even on 
* greatly limited diets,” states Dr. 
o Strouse. “Our studies have proved 
“ that there is a condition of constitu- 
p tional obesity in which the weight gain 
upsets all our accepted relationships 
between food. intake, energy expendi- 
ture, and weight.”’ 
— Also, Dr.,Strouse claims that a dif- 
\ ference has to be admitted, at least in 
. degree, between obesity and over- 
weight. Overweight usually results 
a from overfeeding, sedentary habits, or 
% a combination of both. Some cases of 
obesity unquestionably follow the 
samme causes. . 
“This group of overweight persons 
is benefited by a disciplinary regimen 
, of limited, regulated food intake and 
increased activity,” the doctor states. 
“It is the smaller contingent of ob- 
stinate overweight that consistently 
resists all ordinary methods of correc- 
tion—the cases of ‘unexplained’ obes- 
ity that figure so prominently in meda- 
ical literature, in which the tendency

On a four week’s vacation he in- 
creased his food intake by half, most-

Work is still in progress on the hos- 
pital test to find whether glandular 
extracts other than thyroid have an 
effect upon weight reduction. This 
glandular work is recognized as of 
much clinical importance at the pres- 
ent time, since there are afloat many 
unsubstantial claims and much un- 
trustworthy advertising regarding it 
in relation to obesity. 


The report hints that individual 


‘treatment will eventually replace for- 


mer generalization and that “eating 
for efficiency" will be a specific pro- 
cedure instead of a catch phrase of 
food faddists.

As to Spanish cook books we wouid 
say that they are difficult to peruse, for 
‘we have a shelf full, gathered variously 
from Cuba to California, many of them 
printed in Epain. {There are many 
words in them not to be found in dic- 
tionaries, yet the dictionaries give 
raany definitions which are equivalent 
Lo recipes. 

Judging by the Grst recipes given 
in the majority of these books, sauces 
are the leading items in Spanish cook- 
ery, although we know that it really is 
Spanish stews that rank as most na- 
tional. But sauces and stews may be 
quite closely related, and Spain has 
given to universal cookery the brown 
sauce, which contains as many ingredi- 
ents as the natidna! olla or olla prodida. 


Spanish Fruits. 

The Seville orange and others of 
Spanish growing were familiar to the 
world and eating literature long before 
the Spantards planted an orange tree 
on what is now United States soil, and, 
judging by what we see in Cuba and 
California, and what we have read 
about Mexico, anywhere where Span- 
ish influences have prevailed, the 
orange and lemon have received lov- 
ing attention and widest use, and ap- 
preciation. 

In a bundred year book on Spain is 
to be found reference to Spanish 
proverb concerning the fit time to eat 
oranges, which characterizes them as 
gold in the morning, silver at noon, 
and lead at night.

Of really Spanish raw materials we 
may have in our larder there are not 
a few, and we might easily have more 
if it was commercially important to im- 
port them even from Cuba. Of course, 
the Malaga raisin is one of the super- 
latively good things and used to be 
served with nuts and oranges on old 
time holiday tables in New BEngtand, 
where seaborne foods used to be so 


mon. 


Spanish olives are in our markets 
and there is no salad oil superior to 
the best of Spanish olive oils. Al- 
most any salad with tomatoes and a 
Spanish oil may justifiably be called 


a Spanish salad. And when eggs are 


cooked in olive oil—a good deal of it 
—as is customary in Spain, bumble 
eaters sop up all the oil with bread. 
A simple luncheon for the poor in the 


Spain of late date is “a hunch of bread 


and a bowlful of olives for each,”’ or 
a salad... - 

But a luncheon in Spain, as a friend 
of mine describes it in ome of her 
books on Spain, that was good enough 
for the Cid, consisted of “Cold soup 
like a melted salad, a perfumed stew 
in which were strangely mingled Ma- 
laga potatoes, white wine, honey, cin- 
namon and cloves, and, for a crowning 
bliss, a dish of sugared chestnuts over- 
flowed by a sirup whose every spoon- 
ful yielded a new flavor—liemon pee!, 
orange peel, tamarind and a mediey of 


spices.” 


Of course, these chestnuts were like 


the French marrons, before they are 


taken out of the sirup and dried. In 
trying to make even these latter ft is 
best to leave them in a sirup, or pre- 
served until shortly before they are 
to be dried and served as a confection. 

People who live down in southern 
#lorida and Cuban waters, where the 
flying fishes play—to use a Kipling 
Phrase—know not only the Spanish 
mackerel but some fish of as brilliant 
color as the most flamboyant trees 
and flowers of the land, and deserving 
of such names as parrot fish.

The Spanish Stew. 

The olla podrida of Spain, con- 
taining often fish, flesh, fowl and any 
vegetahie, egg and oll, is a great na- 
tional dish, and it is hard to tell whetb- 
er this name or puchero is the more 
universal term for it and there seems 
to be a score of names for Spanish 
stews, if no more, as a perusal of the 
dictionary more than a perusal of cook 
books shows. Gootl stews are inevita- 
bly the product of slow cookery, and 
slow cookery has other reasons for 
prevailing in Spain besides the scanti- 
ness of fuel to make hot fires. 

The olla was an earthen pot, perhaps 
not as fragile as the almost universal 
and fragile cazuela of Mexico- and 
Cuba, where a nest of four or five play’ 
cazuelas are sold as souvenirs—repli- 
cas of the real thing. In Cuba the 
most characteristic thing served in this 
dish seems to be rice with chicken 
{arroz con pollo} which is fricassee of 
of chicken over boiled-rice.

TSN’T it ofd that - government 
scientists should find it possible tuo 
convert a race of five toed guinea 
pigs into a race/ of five toed pigs!

Extremes in Metabofism. 
During the period covered by these 
experiments, the studies on obesity 
have included many patients and more 
volunteer subjects.

There was nothing in the Cemonstra- 
ble prospects of the colonials which 


gave them a guaranty beyond their ad- 
ministrative rights when they rebelled. 
Great Britain had no inevitable reason 
to throw into their territorial posses- 
sion a region she had denied belonged 
to them before they took to rebellion.

Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan and 
Wisconsin was Quebec. It was not 
Pennsylvania, Virginia, Maryland or 
New England. It was French Canada 
recognized as such by the British gov-

aid not have a thing to do with it tn 
the essence of its principles and decia- 
rations. The Spanish had Louisiana 
and the Missidsippi.

Here Is an Interesting 
Little Felt Hat That 
May Be Made by the 
Home Milliner. 


NOTHER one of those interest- 

ing close fitting felt hats is 

shown here, and it can be made 

in any shade of felt that you 
like. There are only three pieces in 
this hat, and it is easy to make and 
will be up to date and chic when fin- 
ished. 


The hat can be cut from a piece of 
felt 9x36 inches if a 22 inch head size 
is right for you. It can be adjusted 
for other sizes by changing the length 
of sections 1 and 3 anf by the number 
of tucks put in. 


- Make small tucks in section i, as 
indicated. Then join the ends of this 
section with the ruw edges out. The 
crown, section 2, is joined to section 
1 in the same fashion—that is, with 
the: raw edges out. Adjust and trim 
the edge of section 2 to get a smooth 


crown. 
The head size band, section 3, is 
folded lengthwise and sewed on the 


inside of section 1 at the brim edge

Be careful in making these 
hats that you don’t get the head size 
too small, for they can look decidedly 
close fitting and yet be perfectly com- 
fortable.
